Rev. Hutchinson 
Holds Sermon 

Guest Speaks 
On Problem 
Of Refugees 

'1 called the students to a realiz- 
ation of their relationship to God," 
the Rev. Hutchinson said, as he 
summarized his Sunday night ser- 
mon at the S.C.M. Chapel service. 
He added "in the Person of Jesus, 
so entirely human, so gracious and 
loving, God revealed himself to 
man." 

Bev. Hutchinson started his ser- 
mon by telling the students about 
the necessity of realizing that there 
is a God. He further said that 
God had had no place in our con- 
ception of democracy and educa- 
tional system. Then' the Rev. Hutch- 
inson spoke on the question of the 
refugees, which is so prominent 
today. Ho introduced ihat topic 
with a statement as to his belief 
that God, the Father of all men, 
had created us, and thus wc were 
subject to Him. 

He approved of the petition to 
allow refugees to enter Canada in 
greater numbers. He spoke of all 
the refugees in Europe, waiting to 
come to the New World, and of the 
fact that we are interested only in 
our own economical and social well- 
being. Jesus, he stated, had shown 
us the way to love and mercy. "If 
wc refuse to aft according to these 
ideals wc shall inevitably know His 
wrath and judgment." 

Speaking of the S.C.M., the Rev. 
Hutchinson said that he thought its 
Job was to work with the students, 
to educate them to discover the 
truth regarding God. 

Th Rev. Gerald Hutchinson of 
Toronto, is the National Secretary 
of the Student Christian Movement 
of Canada. He has had consider- 
able experience in Student Move- 
ments and Young People's work. He 
was one of the Canadian dclegalcs 
to the World Youth Conference at 
Amsterdam in 1939.

The campus clubs aitd organ- 
izations supporting the petition 
to allow European refugees from 
"racial and political prejudice" 
to enter Canada are today open- 
ing their drive to obtain signa- 
tures from McGill students who 
wish to endorse this petition to 
the Canadian government. 

Following the policy of the 
University Students' Refugee Com- 
mittee which was set up at the 
University of Toronto last week, a 
number of McGill organizations 
have united to form a similar com- 
mittee. Those clubs who have thus 
far joined in definite support of 
tho petition are the Student Chris- 
tian Movement, the Inter-Varslty 
Christian Fellowship, the Student 
Labor Club, the Cosmopolitan Club, 
the League of Nations Society, the 
Maccabean Circle and the Avukah. 

Statements made by these clubs 
to the Daily are as follows: 

The Student Christian Move- 
ment: 'This is more than a response 
to human need: it comes as a re- 
ligious challenge because wc be- 
lieve that those who love God must 
also love their neigbor as them- 
selves." 

The Student Labor Club: "This is 
the most Important is.^ue facing the 
campus at the present time and we 
hope that every student will re- 
cognize that signing the petition is 
his.pen^onali.^rcsponsibIUly toward 
the realizatibn' of tho'vièry issues for 
which we arc fighting." 

Thç League of Nations Society: 
"When considering the signing of 
the petition one must not lose sight 
of the broad fundamentals involved 
— The issue of admitting refugees 
to a country is mainly a moral and 
a humanitarian one rather than one 
of politics and economics. To the 
refugees themselves it Is an Im- 
mediate question of life or death 
and should be regarded as such. 
The problem ■•should therefore be 
acted upon with a broad humani- 
tarian view rather than^from a nar- 
row, selfish and calculating stand- 
point. Tho situation is very close 
to the necessary co-opcratlon among 
the world's nations and should be 
solved by a bold and courageous 
recognition of the unity of man- 
kind." 

Tho Inter-Varsity Christian Fel- 
lowship: "The I.V.C.F. strongly re- 
commended prayerful consideration 
of the needs which have led to the 
circulation of this petition." . 

The Avukah: "The McGill Chap- 
ter of Avukah seeks to better the 
position of Jews both in Canada 
and all over the world and views 
with horror the increasing massacre 
of Jews in Europe. It believes that 
the immigration of Europe's refu- 
gees into Canada will materially 
contribute to the increased cultural. 
Industrial and economic expansion 
of our country. Therefore, it wel- 
comes the attempt to make Canada 
a haven for these refugees irrespec- 
tice of race, creed or religion and

James Speaks 
Ât Granby 

Employment 
To Be Problem 
Of Future 



Dr. F." Cyril 'James, Principal of 
McGill University, in a speech at 
Granby last Friday night, stated 
that Post-War Canada would be 
different, and that its primary in- 
fluence will be received from PrI 
vate Enterprise. 

This speech was held at a 'Joint 
banquet of the Eastern Townships' 
Associated Boards of Trade, the 
Eastern Townships' Settlement So- 
ciety and the Canadian Manuiac 
turers' Association, and had as its 
main these Post-War Reconstruc 
ton. 

"The Canada that will face the 
world after the last gun has fallen 
silent," he said, "will be entirely 
different from the country In which 
we now live." There had been, he 
added, a great expansion in agri- 
cultural output due to the war, and 
an increased * supply of ■ skilled 
labour. 

"At the end of the war" Dr. James 
explained, "the present reduced out 
put of many types ol goods will 
create a substantial backlog of de- 
mand. Increased national income 
and general employment today it 
making possible an accumulation of 
funds for war spending. This in 
creased productive capacity and ac 
cumulated buying power will be a 
national aid in carrying out a re 
construction policy after the war." 

He added that jobs in Industry, 

U-ade and agriculture will have to 

be found for the men seeking em

Stalin Proposes Post-war 
Rehabilitation of Europe 

London, Nov. 7. — In his 
speech on Saturday to the Mos- 
cow Soviet at a celebration of 
the 28th anniversary of the So- 
viet Revolution, Premier Mar- 
shal Joseph Staliii outlined the 
policy of his government with 
regard to "organiringi and re- 
building the state, economic 
and cultural life of the Euro- 
pean peoples." 

"Together with our Allies" he 
stated, "we shall have to: grant 
the liberated peoples of Europe 
full right and freedom to de- 
cide ' for themselves the ques- 
tion of their form of govern-i 
ment; establish such an order 
In Europe as will completely 
preclude any possibility of new 
aggressions on tho part of Ger- 
many; and establish lasting eco- 
nomic, pollllcal and cultural 
collaboration among the peo- 
pcoplcs of Europe based on 
mutual confidence and mutual 
assistance for the purpose of 
rehabilitating the economic and 
cultural life destroyed by the 
Genaaas,"

Catholic Mind 

Is Discussed 
By Novelist 

Mr. Frank J. Sheed, noted author, 
lecturer and publisher, was guest 
speaker at tho semi-monthly meet- 
ing of the Newman Club yesterday. 
"The Catholic Mind, The One Ele- 
ment In The Catholic Make-up 
Generally Neglected" was the sub- 
ject of Mr. Shced's address. "The 
tendency is," the speaker explain- 
ed, "for Catholics to act in con- 
formity with the will of the Church, 
with the desire to understand the 
Church's point ot> view. My plea 
today," the speaker asserted, "is not 
for sanctity, but for sanity." ' 

"Sanity can only be achieved." 
the speaker continued, "by seeing 
things In their totality and their 
right proportion. Things must be 
seen in their totality to see them 
properly. The Universe cannot be 
seen in Us totality, unless God is 
seen in it. And in this respect Jiving 
In the presence of God is sanity, not 
sanctity, for God is not only a fact 
of religion, but Ho is' a'fact. If 
when you see someone you do not 
also see God holding him there, you 
are living In an unreal Universe. 
Moreover it is necessary, to see the 
Universe in correct proportion." For 
many of us "the world:o{ the spirit 
is a faint smudge In the picture of 
reality." 

It is necessary, then the speaker 
concluded, that the inlnd see the 
full texturejBindl, shape of the univ- 
erse and grasp^Iearly at least some 

of its distinctive feature which In- 
clude not only the material but the 
spiritual, not only man but God. 
"For tho object of the mind Is to 
see reality as a whole and to live 
wholly in It." ' 

Among the other business of the 
meeting Maurice Roche gave a short 
talk on the newly formed alumni 
group of the Newman Club. This 
group is open to any student who 
was ever at McGill or a member 
of the Newman Club at any time. 
The alumni will participate in all 
the activities of the Club and in 
addition hold various events of their 
own. They are hoping to embrace 
a largo number of members and 
form an active affiliate of the Club 
itself.

Dean of Humanities 
Pleads for Understanding 

Dr. Woodhead, dean of the

He stressed the point that per 
sonal contact was the most import- 
ant thing In fostering ' gbodwill 
especially when this conflict was 
started in childhood. Also he de 
scribed the friendship and hospital 
ity extcnjied to him and to several 
others who were entrusted- with the 
task of arranging English classes 
at the French Canadian army train 
ing bases.

A powerful Air Force squad hand* 
cd the McGill gridders a 7-4 defeat 
on Saturday afternoon at Molson 

Stadium, thus blasting any hopes 
the Redmen may have had for tho 
Q.R.F.U. championship. McGill in 
the last quarter appeared to havo 
the game in the bag with a 4-2 lead, 
but a forward pass which went for 
a touchdown gave the Airmen their 
margin of victory. 

The game opened with Lloyd 
WiUiams kicking off to the R.C.A.P, 
20 yard line, and the ball was run 
back to the 40. Quarterback Fripp, 
star of the Airmen, now went 
through for yards. The first Air 
Force punt went out of bounds on 
the Red 37. Johnny Dixon tried two 
line plunges for McGill, and made 
about five yards. Williams kicked 
to the Air Force 30. When the Air* 
men suffered a 10 yard Illegal in< 
terferencc penalty, they Inmiedlate- 
ly kicked, and Alex Macrae ran it 
back to his 42. Farlingcr and Dixon 
gained almost 10 yards, and then 
Williams booted to the R.C.A.F. 7. 

The Airmen were now deep in 
their own territory, but they crash- 
ed through for a first down, and 
then were stopped cold by Williams 
for a five yard loss. At this point 
Tex Dawson Ihtcrceptcd a pass on 
the Air Forco 20, and Brian Little 
plunged for 3. Williams kicked to 
tho 2, and Barclay returned to his 
own si. A forward thrown by Mac- 
rae and Intended for Farlingcr was 
not completed, and then Williams 
kicked for a rouge for the first 
score of the game. The Airmen 
really opened up here and plowed 
through for three first downs, led 
by Gardiner and RIchman.

The Airmen be< 
gan to go to town again and made 
yards three times before they were 
stopped by Amie Tepner. H.allei; 
ran back a punt to his 17, and Fitz* 
patrlck booted to the Air Force 50, 
but the Redmen gained possession 
when an Airman dropped the ball 
out of bounds. Maerao now made 
a beautiful 18 yard run, and FItz< 
patrlck kicked 55 yards for a rouge« 
the tackle being made by Salvatore, 
Gardner moved the sticks for the 
Airmen, and an R.C.A.F. forward 
pass was good for 40 yards.

The Amalgamated Charities campaign 
begins on the campus today. The objective 
set is one dollar from every student, and 
the importance of this viork cannot be too 
strongly stressed. In the past, McGill has 
always made a good showing, and we trust 
that this year will be no exception. 

There can be little excuse for refusing 
to donate one dollar. Opportunities for 
earning money are abundant in these times, 
. and although the cost of living has in- 
creased, the student is in better condition 
financially this year than he has been since 
the depression. 

Of course some sacrifiJels entailed. One 
dollar will take a couple to an afternoon 
show, to a Union Informal, It will buy 
two drinks at a bar, three packages of 
cigarettes. Would it not benefit the cause 
of humanity a great deal more if it were 
used to help the crippled, the aged, and 
the sick? 

The excuse may be raised that there is 
plenty of money and work for everyone 
now. and that it is only those who are too 
lazy to find work who are still dependent 
upon charity. ,^A^ moment's reflection will 
show how fallacious this argument is. Tho 
Industrial boom Is of no benefit to those 
who are unfit for work, to orphans, to crip- 
ples. They are dependent upon society, and 
we should consider it a privilege to be able 
to lend a helping hand to the less fortunate 
members of our community. 

Very often the student is encountered 
who boasts that he was able by devious 
means to elude the charities canvasser. A 
mentality such as this is out of place in an 
institution for the advancement of learning 
where the mentality of members is sup- 
posed to be high. If a person has grounds 
for refusing to contribute his share, let 
him get in touch with the solicitor and have 
his name crossed off the list. Don't forget 
that these men are devoting valuable time 
to this work of charity, and the least a 
fellow student can do is to assist them as 
much as possible. Don't wait to be ap- 
proached, get in touch with your class 
executive voluntarily. If you are not con- 
tacted, leave your contribution with the 
.porters of the nearest university building. 

At présent various clubs on the çainpus 
;.are campaigniAg for the adniission of re- 
fugees to the Dominion. Their efforts are 
inspired by humanitarian ideals, and their 
purpose is to - free as many as possible of 
the persecuted peoples of Europe from 
Nazi oppression. The Charities drive on 
the campus is an opportunity for them to 
assist their fellow Canadians who are also 
suffering from econoinio and physical dis- 
ease, and who are also in danger of death 
if they do not receive the proper treatment 
and care. We grant that tl?e cause is not 
as romantic as that of the refugees, but the 
results will be more concrete and the bene- 
fit will be more. apparent. The plight of 
our crippled children and our aged is our 
concern. Do not leave it to the other fel- 
low, he is very much like you. 

Give cheerfully and generously to the 
combined Protestant, Catholic and Jewish 
charities.

Masic Notes 



Concerts Symphonlquea— 
Sunday Afternoon Series. 

A new series of concerts sponsored by the 
Concerts Symphoniques de Montreal opened 
yesterday at His Majesty's with the orchestra 
under the directioit of their former maestro, 
Desire Defauw, for the first time in this sea 
son. Tho first of eight programnjcs to bo 
staged on alternate Sunday afternoons, yestcr 
day's concert showed off to good advantage 
tho superb control of M. Defauw over the or 
chestra he has done so' much to build up. 

The major works on the program were 
Beethoven's Seventh Symphony and Fatirc's Elé- 
gie, the latter with Roland Leduc rendering the 
the solo 'cello part. Two pieces rarely per< 
formed today made up the rest of the selec' 
tlons— the Charlotte Corday overture by Peter 
Benoit, and Cesar Franck's 'The Wild Hunst- 
man*. The solo by M. Leduc was remarkable 
for its quality of tone and excellence of phras- 
ing, and the soloist was recalled by the audi- 
ence for a wcll-dcservcd cnc&re. He amply 
demonstrated the possibilities of his instru- 
ment, and well made up for any lack of bril- 
lance by the purity of his tone. 

The Charlotte Corday overture is an excel- 
lent example of pieces written for dramatic ac- 
companiment making very effective program 
music. The orchestra was quite at home with 
the sustained emotional tension expressed in 
the music, and the Conductor was at his best 
In controlling the subtle variations in volume 
which provide the drama in a work of this 
kind. 

An exquisite contrast followed with the 
quiet, though never melancholy, melody of the 
Elegle. Here the strings were, perhaps, a 
shade less effective than they might have been, 
but M. Lcduc's 'cello gave Just the right inter- 
pretation of what is essentially religious music. 

The music of Cesar Franck is usually re- 
ferred to as either 'mystic* or 'gloomy*. The 
Wild Huntsman is certainly neither of these. 
With a variety of special effects telling the ap- 
pealing story of a medieval baron who went 
off to a hunt when he should have been in 
£hurcb, and ended by riding into the fiery In- 
ferno as a punishment, the orchestra succeeded 
io.kceping up a pace which told the story ad- 
mirably. The brass section was by no means 
perfect in the more difficult passages, but m- 
tcrcst was well maintained throughout 
■ The Joyful spirit og Beethoven's Seventh 
formed a fine climax to the afternoon. The 
second movement especially, with Its sweeo- 
ing, march-like melody on the strings was 
never rendered better, and the blending of all 
the . sections was perfectly achieved by M. 
Defauw. 

IX the ne wSunday afternoon series con- 
tinues yesterday's standard, it should prove a 
welcome addition to the maturing .musical life 
of Montreal.

PRINCESS THEATRE 
Action, thrills, and murder are dispensed in 
liberal quantities in the double bill currently 
featured at the Princess Theatre, 

The main picture "Sqiîadron Leader X", is 
well-acted, but rather run-of-the-mill war 
story. It concerns an attempt of the German 
Gestapo to arouse Belgian ill-fccllng towards the 
British, An English-speaking German flyer is 
parachuted into the peaceful Belgian town of 
Ghent in the uniform of a R.A,F. squadron 
leader, with the object of spreading false re- 
ports that the British have bombed non-military 
Belgian targets. However, his plans go awry 
when the Belgian underground aids him In es- 
caping to England with several other R.AF. 
airmen. 

The British authorities learn of his presence 
in England and eventually succeed in cornering 
him, but not t>efore he has committed a murder 
and forced some pre-war British friends to aid 
him. His attempt to escape via a stolen airplane 
U frustrated by a circumstance which results 
In an ironic, but happy conclusion. ' Eric Port- 
man turns In an excellent performance in his 
portrayal of the conceited, but cowardly, Nazi 
airman. 

The supporting feature, "Seventh Victim" is a 
hodgepodge of murders, screams, corpses, and 
devil worshippers. The star Tom Conway, as- 
sumes an "insignificant role as a psychiatrist 
The picture concludes (none loo soon) with 
everybody ending up happy or dead.

eventually marries the heroine, played by 
Lena Home. 

In the picture. Bill Robinson sets his extra- 
ordinarily capable feet to tapping out many of 
the picture's best numbers, including an amaz- 
ing sequence on tho drums. Although not a 
conspicuously good actor he makes an agree- 
able leading man and in the words of one of 
the characters, "He shore has educated feet" 

The really beautiful Lena Home docs an 
excellent Job of decorating the proceedings, 
besides highlighting the picture with a. really 
magnificent singing of the title song. 

Cab Calloway appears during the latter part 
of the picture and in typical style gives the 
picture lU hottest moments. Incidentally he ap- 
pears also In the sharpest zoot suit on rècord. 

The lovely Katherine Dunham and her dan- 
cers, Fats Waller, tiic Incredibly fast feet of 
the Nicholas Brothers, plus the throaty rhythms 
of Ada Brmvn all add up to a period of the 
solidest Jive in'^movle history.

I would liko to give a few com- 
ments on an article published in 
the "Dally" by the Inter-Varslly 
Christian Fellowship, entitled "That 
ye might have forgiveness," 

The anonymous author of tho ar^ 
Ude states candidly that "It ia i 
popular misconception that every- 
one is a child of God," Vxtn fol- 
low three disconnected and some 
what vague sentences, uprooted 
from various sections of the New 
Testament, and here you are. Hav- 
ing "proved" that whoever is not a 
professed Christian la not a child of 
God, he continues: ^'.'It lis; only na 
tural to think of divine' forgiveness 
as being closely linked with the 
fatherhood of Ood."- Then follow 
two biblical quotations which em 
phasize the importance of faith In 
Christ for salvation, after which 
one reads: "This means simply that 
forgiveness depends on faith . . 
In other words, anyone who for one 
reason or another is out of contact 
with Christianity, or has never 
heard of it has nothing to expect 
from God's charity and may qulotly 
prepare himself for eternal damna- 
tion. 

But the worst thing of it all is 
that our anonymous "theologian" 
calls that doctrine "This fundamcn 
Ul belief of the ChrlsUan Faith," 
That particular sentence prompts 
me to write this letter. There are 
many students* who do not belong 
to any Christian denomination, or 
who belong only nominally to one 
of them; their knowledge* of what 
Christianity stands for is apt to bo 
strongly Influenced by such articles, 
and I wish to vindicate at least two 
of the leading Christian denomina- 
tlons from any such jingoism, name' 
ly the Roman Catholic and the 
Geneva Calvlnlst Churches, the lat' 
ter being the "thermometer of Euro- 
pean Protestantism." 

According to Catholic Doctrine, 
God, who is the Father of all, has 
willed that certain members of the 
human race be reached by the for- 
mal teaching of His visible church, 
thus coming in closer contact v/lih 
Himself, but also acquiring tre- 
mendous responsibilities. These 
people constitute the Body of the 
Church. Then there is the general 
bulk of humanity, which is Judged 
by God no longer in the light of 
formal revelation, but In the light 
of each one's judgment Those peo- 
ple belong not to the Body, but to 
the Soul of the Church. Good 
Christians l>elong to the Body and 
Soul of the Church, non-Christians 
may belong to the Soul of the 
Church, and finally bad Christians 
belong to the Body only, and, what- 
ever their faith may be, their sitU' 
atlon is worse than that of thé bad 
pagans, who, belonging to neither 
Body or Soul, have no share In the 
responsibilities of Christians. HaV' 
ing lived among Swiss Protestants 
who looked on Geneva as their re 
liglous centre, I may assure that the 
above declaration would be sub 
scribed to by all the faithful and 
probably all pastors of the Swiss 
Protestant Churches. 

If I have rectified certain opin 
ions on Christianity, my goal has 
been reached, and my only wish is 
that the Intcr-Varslty Christian 
Feilow;Aip and not "the Christian 
faith" should be held responsible 
for what appears in the said Fel 
lo-Arship*s column.

That the petition concerning the 
entrance of refugeos into Canada is 
causing considerable controversy 
could well have been anticipated, 
and yet skeptical inquiring Interest 
as examplUied in the article by 



Wm. M. Munroe under Political 
comments in today's Dally is per- 
haps of a cooperating nature and 
Is not objectionable. 

However, the letters to the editor 
were not only provoking, but were 
foreseen. The questions and an- 
swers feature ',ln Wednesday's issue 
dealt adequately with ° the points 
raised — Would such an emigration 
be advisable from an economic 
point of view? b not our first duty 
concerned with the re-adjustment 
of returned Canadian servicemen? 
Can not the refugees be repatriated 
after the war?— and to reply to 
these objections again is redundant 

Yet, it is worth repeating that 
anyone familiar with the dejected 
conditions of tho refugees, morally 
and physically, and the hostility be- 
tween theso outcasts and their for- 
mer co-patriots realizes the futility 
in the hope that they can ever 
again go back to their birthplaces 
and return to a normal life, Tho 
poison 6f hatred has been wide- 
spread. There is nothing for them 
to return to. 

But what is particularly irritating 
Is that those interested in helping 
their fellow-being to raise out of 
this slough are dubbed "amateur 
humanitarian." Does this imply 
that the members of tho post-war 
reconstruction committees arc "pro- 
fessional humanitarians", and there- 
by claim such a tight monopoly that 
a desire for action on the part of 
private citizens Is sacriligious, and 
is it out-of-bounds to be guided by 
a "Justice tempered with mercy."

It was with a great amazement 
that I read Mr. Thompson's letter in 
Thursday's Daily, I might venture 
to say that it is certainly paradox- 
ical for the author of "My Brother's 
Keeper" to express so unreasonable 
and vacant a view.

Buys Bonds 

Students' Savings 
Invested in Future 



Toronto, November 8.— (CUP)— 
The NaUonal Federation of Can- 
adian University Students, an <» 
ganizatoln, of which the wartime 
campus has become quKe uncons- 
cious, is to be recognized during the 
Fifth Victory Loan campaign as the 
con(rIbu(or of $500, the amount of 
its reserve bank fund. After the 
war, the money will again be. at 
the disposal of NXC.U.S. to revive 
the structure it built up in Uie pre- 
war years. 

Claiming to be the "only official 
body truly representative of Can- 
adian s(uden(s," Uie organlza({on 
held its last bi-anmial nieeting in 
December, 1930 at McGIU Unlver 
sity. There were gtflhered reprcsen 
tatives fcom the 18 member coUeges 
across Canada— from Dalhousle in 
Halifax to U.B.C. in Vancouver. At 
it, they discussed the various com- 
mUtees* reports, and planned a ftu:- 
ther program of activity. 

To date, N.F.C.U.S. had chiefly 
sponsored the Canadian University 
Press, had organized considerable 
intercollegiate debaUng, and had ar 
ranged for student cxchango on 
scholarship basis. These, and other 
accomplishments, were to be ex- 
panded; but the conference in 1939 
proved Uie last for the duration. 
Less than a year later a buUethi 
was sent out to aU N.F.C.U.S. repre- 
sentatives stating tliat aU regular 
activities of the FederaUon were 
to be suspended for the time being. 
Wartime exigencies took executive 
members Into the services and else- 
where. Three of the chief ones be 
came Major E. A. MacDonald, Lieut 
John H. MacDonald, and FO. Paul 
McGUiicuddy, who was later kUled 
at Dieppe. Sydney Hermant, of Tor- 
onto, in (he present presidential 
capacity, and others remaining have 
decided , to send (he students' con- 
trlbuiions'to fight Just as those s(u 
dents have gone. 

Yet almost all Canadian unlver 
sities today are stUl, though un 
knowingly, members of (his organ- 
izaUon. The posUwar campus gen 
eraiion, however, is the one for 
whom the victory loan investment 
is destined. They will, with Its as- 
sistance, be able to carry on and 
carry further (he work of (he Na- 
Uonal FederaUon of Canadian 
University Siudenls.

insofar as they will take from the 
Canadian soldiers returned home, 
the chance of obtaining decent Jobs 
and good living conditions. Certain- 
ly Mr. Thomson does not profess to 
have studied the labour problems 
so ardently as have the two bran- 
ches .of organized Canadian Labour, 
namely the Trades and. Labour Con- 
gress, and the Canadian Congress 
of Labour. 

These two bodies, representative 
of Canadian Labour, and desirous 
of removing the threat of unem- 
ployment in Canada, have whole- 
heartedly endorsed and have gone 
so far as to reconwnend to the Gov- 
ernment, the opening of Canada's 
door to the remaining victims of 
Nazi terrorism. 

May I also point out to Mr. Thom- 
son that agencies have been set 
up throughout the Dominion with 
the expressed purpose of aiding and 



settling these people, so that the 
fear that they will be a burden, 
rather than a boon to Canada, is 
unsubstantiated. 

The whole purpose of this war Is 
primarily to do away with "man's 
inhumanity to man", and yet it Is 
certainly odd to find among the 
Crusaders, "patriots" who fold up 
when the true test of their sincerity 
Is applied.

How 
would you feel about this If your 
relations were "somewhere In Eur- 
ope," in . concentration camps, 
ghettos, or labour gangs? Would 
you hesitate it your sleep Is haunt- 
ed by pictures of cousins and aunts 
being butchered or exterminated 
like cattle? I don't think so. You'd 
hope with me that the people of 
Canada will wake up andi take 
notice. That they will feel able to 
cope with an Influx of a few thou- 
sand people, whoso subsistence, I 
am told, has been vouched for by 
various Jewish organizations. Do 
you really believe that wo shall 
be able to save lives in such quan- 
tities that their coming would bring 
on an economic probif nt? i nurture 
no such hopeless and unfounded 
dreams. Transportation aionc Is a 
problem that will reduce the num- 
bers considerably. The main ques- 
tion lies with you. if you find rea 
son why ynxx should not sign the 
petition let it be a good reason. I 
can think of reason good enough. 
What is the use of our reconquer- 
ing Europe If what we find there 
Is a deserted wasteland strewn with 
distorted and dlsflgurëd corpses?
